A Master Plan for Henderson Park 


The first “Visioning Workshop" 
for the new Henderson Park took 
place at the Bradford Public Library, 
November 18 - the start of a process 
to develop a Master Plan for the 97 
acre property at the 9th Line and 
10 Sideroad, a generous gift to the 
community from Phyllis Henderson. 

Eha Naylor, Landscape Architect and 
Park planner with Dillon Consulting, 
explained, "It’s very early in the 
process. We’re looking for feedback, 
ideas, and to get people’s input." 

The goal is to create a plan for the 
development of a new park - one that 
would meet the recreational needs 
of the community, fit the concept of 
family recreation expressed by die 
donor, and still meet the financial 
priorities of the Town, said Director of 
Leisure Services Tom Graham. ’’The 
Town was very fortunate to receive 
this property from the Henderson 
family. What we want is to paint a 
picture,” of what it could become. 

Naylor began by providing 
background information, on both the 
planning process and the property 
itself: a rolling acreage dissected by a 
stream and hedgerows, that includes a 

"It’s a spectacular piece of property," 
she said. “To have this for a park is 
really a gift.” 

The topography, the rural setting, 
the frontage on two roads, create 
both challenges and opportunities. 
There are issues of servicing, parking 
and traffic, Naylor noted, but also 
opportunities to address "diverse 
recreation needs,” and provide 
amenities that support all kinds of 
uses while keeping “the wonderful 
character of the land, as the plan 
moves forward.” 

She suggested that some areas - 
the stream and the woodlot - might 
be best suited for ‘environmental 
appreciation; while others could be 
developed for playing fields. 

Naylor proposed four guiding 
principles for the Master Plan: 


respect for the Environment, a 
focus on Recreation of ah kinds, 
Accessibility, and Flexibility. She 
asked the group to begin the visioning 
exercise, considering possible uses 
that could include Active Recreation 
(soccer, baseball, tennis, cricket, 
football, basketball, fitness stations, 
playgrounds, splash pads, winter 
skating), Low Impact Recreation 
(trails, hiking, cycling, crosscountry 
skiing, snowshoeing, picnicking, 
nature appreciation); special uses like 
community gardens and off-leash 
dog parks; and amenities, such as 
washrooms and irrigation reservoirs. 

“Not everything can be 
accommodated,” Naylor warned. 

“Let’s look at what the land can 
support." 

Before the group got to work, 
participants had an opportunity to 
ask questions. There was one key 
question: “How come it took so long? 

It was donated in 2009.” 

Graham noted that at the time, the 
Town was caught up in other priorities 
- the construction of the new Library & 
Cultural Centre, and the BWG Leisure 
Centre. And, he said, “Most of these 
plans take a while to get going. We 
want to make sure we get it right.” 

The workshop was part of Phase I of 
the Master Planning process. Phase II 
will use the input to develop concepts 
for family-oriented recreation on the 
site, leading to a second community 
design workshop, and a Public Open 
House. Phase III will see identification 
of the preferred options, and a draft 
Master Plan that will outline how the 
various aspects will be phased in. 

“This is not inexpensive, to develop 
a large community park. Having 
phasing... makes sense, as Bradford 
grows,” Naylor said. "For a landscape 
architect, this is about as good as 
it gets. This is a long-term plan. 
Certainly, it is at least a 20 year plan. 
This is about starting on the right foot.” 

And, said Graham, "By April, we’ll 
have a preferred option.”

Moving forward with the 5th Line Interchange

The TV show, "Don’t Try This at Home” got some unexpected 
footage on Nov. 14. They were filming a stunt at a home on 
the 12th Line BWG, when things went terribly wrong. 

“They were using the facility to do some filming, doing 
some special effects,” said Fire Chief Kevin Gallant. The 
film crew had arranged for on-scene fire protection, but for 
some reason “it got a little bit out of hand,” Gallant said, 
and the frame building caught fire. 

It took 3 fire trucks from Bradford and 4 from Innisfil 
to extinguish the fire. Fortunately the building - an old 
farmhouse - was vacant, and already scheduled for 
demolition, Chief Gallant noted. 

Asked if the TV show would be asked to foot the bill for the 


Bradford West Gwillimbury Council received a pep talk 
from Dr. Frank Clayton, Real Estate and Land Economist, 
on the value of the Hwy. 400 Employment Lands, and the 
proposed 5th Line-400 interchange - and heard from two 
developers, who urged the Town to move forward with 
servicing. 

It was Dr. Clayton who produced the original report in 
2005-2006 “which set the foundation for the Hwy. 400 
Employment lands Secondary Plan.” At the time, Dr. 

Clayton said the lands were well-positioned for Industrial 
development, highly visible, close to the GTA, and that 
once designated and serviced, would successfully attract a 
share of the expected j ob growth in the region. 

“We all know the world has changed dramatically since 
2005-2006. No-one expected the meltdown,” Dr. Clayton 
told Council on November 19. 

Asked to revisit his report, he said that since the 2008 
economic collapse, the Greater Toronto Area “has done 
very well” - and Bradford is “part of the Economic Region of 
Toronto, even though you’re in Simcoe County.” 

All of the jobs lost in the GTA in 2009 have been recovered, 
and bodies like the Conference Board of Canada are 
predicting further job growth, he said. “We have done well 
and we will continue to do very well. The fundamentals are 
quite good for industrial lands.” 

Dr. Clayton said that the vacancy rate for industrial/ 
employment land is normally around 5%. Back in 2007, it 
was 6.9%. Today, it is 3.7% - showing strong demand. 

He suggested that there has been a reversal of the trend 
that saw manufacturing and production move overseas, 
and the return to North America of some manufacturing 
- driven in part by the high price of oil, concerns over 
supply chain and distribution costs, and the security of 
proprietary information. Combine “reshoring” of some 
industries with the entrepreneurial start-ups by recent 
immigrants and, he said, “there’s a lot of opportunities 
happening, on the manufacturing side.” 


But, he warned, “If you want economic development... 
there is a need for municipalities to be prepared and 
nimble. You have to be ready for those opportunities” - 
which means providing access and servicing. 

Dr. Clayton concluded, “My opinions are basically the 
same as they were in 2006 - there is a market, there will be a 
market, the market will grow.” 

Council also heard from Cheryl Shindruk, Executive Vice 
President of Bond Head Properties, which owns lands at 
the 5th Line. Shindruk urged the Town to move ahead 
with servicing and the 5th Line interchange, noting that 
her company has an agreement of purchase and sale with 
Tormont, that is only waiting for the green light to proceed. 

When Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. demanded to know 
what other “real solid offers” Bond Head Properties had 
received, Shindruk said, “There is a great deal of interest 
(but) we need to have these lands serviced before we can 
entertain further offers.” 

Council heard a similar story from Strathallen Group, 
which owns 125 acres at Hwy. 400 and 88, and has 
proposed a hotel and conference centre for part of their

No-one deserves this 


“In a democracy, people get the 
leaders they deserve." - attributed to 
Joseph-Marie, comte de Maistre (1753- 
1821). 

Although Rob Ford talks a lot about 
his 2010 Mayoral win, and continues 
to claim that he speaks for the people, 
we wonder how many would have 
voted for him in the first place, if 
they had known he was an alcohol- 
abusing, crack-smoking, mysogynistic, 
racist bully who consorts with 
criminals - and a liar to boot. 

His apologies were only wrung from 
him after months of denials, and 
verbal abuse of his accusers. 

And how much faith can one put in 
an apology, when just days later Rob 
Ford charges across the floor of the 
Council chamber blinded by rage, 
and knocks a Councillor off her feet? 
Swears and makes threats? 

And an apology doesn't cut it - not 
when criminal behaviour is involved. 

Ford takes credit for every cost¬ 
cutting measure, every dollar saved 
at City Hall. Even if his estimates are 
accurate - and there are suggestions 


that he has exaggerated the savings 
- he didn’t act in a vacuum. It takes 
a full vote of Council to approve any 
measure or By-law. 

We find it surprising that so many 
voters remain Ford supporters. We 
can only ask, Would you accept 
that behaviour in a police officer? A 
teacher of your children? A co-worker? 

Why would you accept it in an 
elected official, one who has sworn 
to uphold the law, as the Mayor and 
Chief magistrate of the 4 fll largest city 
in North America? 

The other duly elected 
representatives of Toronto have 
taken steps to minimize the powers 
of the Mayor, and the potential for 
further damage to the office and the 
reputation of the city. 

Ford’s response has been telling. In 
one breath, he says he understands 
and would also vote to remove a 
Mayor who has behaved the way he 
has; and in the next he threatens a 
lawsuit that will make the taxpayers 
pay dearly. 

Voters deserve better. 


Selling a 2-Lane Holland Street 


The final Public Information Centre 
for the Holland St. Reconstruction 
project was held Nov. 13, at the Bradford 
Community Centre - where more 
than 50 residents, Council members, 
Engineering staff and consultants 
crammed into a downstairs hallway, 
adjacent to the arena floor, to view the 
information boards and table-top maps. 

In all, more than 75 residents and 
business owners walked through the 
Centre over the course of the evening, 
discussing various aspects of the 
proposed design. At times, it seemed 
like a sales pitch, with engineers and 
Councillors attempted to persuade 
residents that the reduction of Holland 
St. from 4 to 2 lanes, from Collings 
Ave. nearly all the way to Dissette St., 
the loss of on-street parking, and the 
introduction of a traffic circle at John St. 
and Barrie St. would solve long-standing 
problems, not create new ones. 

BWG Mayor Doug White supported the 


traffic circle, calling it not only a gateway 
feature for Downtown Bradford, but a 
functional way to deal with "our most 
dangerous intersection,” which has 
triple the number of collisions expected 
relative to the traffic volume. 

White also noted that congestion 
on Holland already impacts driving 
patterns, leading to heavier traffic on 
side streets, like John and Scanlon. "The 
driving behaviour right now is because 
it’s congested. They bail off Holland," he 
said. 

Construction of the South East Arterial 
Rd., south from Holland St. to Simcoe 
Rd., should relieve some traffic pressure, 
White said - but he could provide no 
assurance that the planned roadwork, 
especially the reduction to 2 lanes, 
would ease the strain. 

“It’s always going to be a botdeneck," 
said one resident.

A veteran’s memories

On November 11th, Bradford’s 
Fieldcrest Elementary school 
celebrated Remembrance Day by 
inviting World War II veteran Bert 
Hogg to share his experiences with 
staff and students. 

The students, from Kindergarten 
to Grade 8 sang songs and recited 
poems, before Hogg stepped up to the 
podium. 

Hogg, 90, was bom in Toronto, and 
enlisted in 1938 at the age of 15 in the 
Canadian Army Medical Corps - with 
the permission of his family, because 
at the time, Canada was at peace. 

But by the time he was 16, war was 
declared and after both military 
and medical training, he was soon 
shipped overseas 
with his regiment. 

His first call of 
duty came during 
the evacuation at 
Dunkirk, in France, 
in 1940. He was 
senttoCrookham 
Crossroads in 
England, a hospital 
where many of the 
wounded soldiers 
were treated. 

Hogg was also in 
England during 
the Dieppe Raid 
of 1942, when the 
Canadians, along 
with British and Polish forces, attacked 
the German-occupied port of Dieppe. 
There were 4,139 casualties in battle, 
3,439 of them Canadian soldiers. 

Hogg called it a 'terrible, terrible 
situation;’ over 900 Canadian soldiers 
were killed within a five-hour 
timespan. "During this time, we had a 
lot of people coming into the hospital 
where I was working," said Hogg. "We 
we’re working around the clock for 
almost three days.” 


mosquito-bome blood disease. He 
was then sent to a monastery in Africa 
for a lengthy recovery process. 

On his recovery, he was transferred 
to the Princess Louise Fusiliers as 
a stretcher-bearer, serving in Italy, 
France and Belgium. 

Hogg lightened the mood of the 
presentation, when he told the 
children about a farmer in Italy who 
approached him. The farmer’s wife 
was ready to give birth, and he wanted 
Hogg, as a medic, to provide support 
during the process. Little did the 
stranger know that Hogg had never 
before assisted at a child-birth. 

“I was a medical man who had no 
experience in child birth, whatsoever,” 
he laughed. “I’m sure the mothers 
't appreciate m 


[—I wun l appreciate me lor 

this, but I tried to get out of 
there as fast as possible." 


Hogg encouraged 
students to value their 
education, no matter what 
path they decide to follow. 
"I always like to remind 
children that education is 
the most important thing 
in life,” he said. 

Although Hogg endured 
many challenges and 
obstacles throughout the 
course of the war, there 
was one positive outcome. 
In 1940, he met his future 
wife, Lillian, then 15, who 
was a civilian living in Britain. They 
were married in 1945. 

Lillian and Bert were married for 63 
years before Lillian’s death in 2008. 
The couple had a daughter, Susan, 
and son John. John Hogg, now 63, 
accompanied his father to the event at 
Fieldcrest. 

Hogg lived in Brampton, Ontario 
until his wife’s death. He then moved 
to Gilford, to live with his daughter 
Susan. “Fve been here for the last four 
In 1943, Hogg was in Algeria, in north years, and I love it here,” he said. "And 


Africa - treating casualties from the 
batdes against the German forces.

He believes that war is a topic that 
children should learn more about, so 
that they can better appreciate peace 
in Canada.

THE DOWNTOWN core of Bradford has taken its knocks. Crumbling asphalt, broken sidewalks, and now and again, vacant 
storefronts have all led to criticism, and to demands for Revitalization. The Downtown has been the focus of Revitalization 
workshops, debate, planning meetings, a new Community Improvement Plan, and proposals for the reconstruction of Holland 
Street. But in the midst of all the debate, it's far too easy to overiook Downtown Bradford's greatest strength: Not its banners 
and hanging flower baskets. Not its historic buildings - some of them dating back to the 1870s. Not even its sudden vistas and 
views of the Holland Marsh, and the rich agricultural heritage of Southern Ontario. The strength of Downtown Bradford is in its 
businesses and merchants.

holdings. 

“Obviously the Recession slowed us 
down,” said Grant Pretorius, Vice President 
of Development with Strathallen - but 
the biggest hold-up has been the lack 
of servicing. “We are unable to develop 
because we can’t guarantee it is online.” 

Possible development partners are 
“not interested in an unknown timeline," 
Pretorius said, urging the Town to move 
forward. "At this point of time, there is a 
momentum... We cannot capitalize on it 
until we know the servicing is in place.” 

He noted that the property, purchased 
in 2007, is a "gateway site to Bradford... 
a highly visible site on a highly visible 
highway, yet we are unable to capitalize.” 

Councillor Gary Lamb pointed out that 
the Strathallen site has had water servicing 
“for more than a decade,” and suggested 
that development might have proceeded, if 
the Town hadn’t made the development of 
the Employment lands contingent on the 
5th Line interchange “and a few houses in 
Bond Head.” 

Other Councillors were dubious about 
the positive picture painted by Dr. Clayton. 

“I work in manufacturing," said 
Councillor Raj Sandhu. “Next month I’m 
being shipped to China, to set up a plant 
there. What will bring manufacturing to 
Canada, let alone Bradford?” 

And Councillor Ron Simpson pointed 
out that Ontario continues to lose jobs, 
with the announced closure of the Heinz 
Ketchup plant in Leamington. 

Dr. Clayton replied that Ontario's 
population continues to grow, taxes are 
low, and governments are business- 
friendly. “Heinz is gone. Blackberry is gone 
- reduced in size anyway,” but there are 
new jobs being created by new companies, 
he said. “The world changes,” but the GTA 
remains “the economic engine of Ontario.” 

The delegations had an impact on 
Council, when Councillors were asked to 
award the tender for the design of the 5th 
Line Interchange to URS Canada Inc., in 
the amount of $2,195 million. 

Town Manager Jay Currier noted that 
although the Early Payment Agreement 
(EPA) with developers has yet to be signed, 
Bond Head Properties has offered to 
finance the cost of the design "at no risk 
to the Town" in order to maintain the 
momentum of the project. 

“Town staff are engaged now with 
Ministry of Transportation staff, moving 
it forward," Currier said, noting that 
approving the award of tender doesn’t 
have "any downside to the Town.” 

Councillor Ron Simpson agreed with the 
need to move forward, noting that he was 
"quite shocked” to see traffic backed up on 
88, waiting to get onto Hwy. 400. 

“There’s a strong indication that Tormont 
could come to Town... We heard from 
Strathallen. I think that we should move 
forward on this,” he said. 

Although the design was selected 
through an Environmental Assessment, 
several Council members challenged the 

engineering. 

Councillor Gary Lamb expressed a 
concern that the design would require 
extensive expropriation of lands. “We’re 
going to pay a premium for it,” calling 


instead for a "diamond”-type interchange, 
with traffic lights. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, who has 
consistendy opposed the interchange, said, 
"I can’t support this recommendation. I 
don’t think there could be a more costly 

But new Manager of Capital Projects 
Khurram Tunio explained that the Ministry 
has “significant concerns” with a diamond- 
pattern interchange, and that, in fact, 
all four of the options considered in the 
Environmental Assessment had a similar 
price tag. 

He promised that the Engineering 
department would ensure “value 
engineering” during the design phase, to 
reduce costs - and in particular would be 
looking at the proposed realignment of 
the 5th Line, currently a large part of the 
budget. “Can we further refine it? Yes we 
can,” he said, promising to report back to 
Council. 

There is a cost-sharing agreement in place 
with the Federal, Province and County of 
Simcoe for the $54 million project. The 
Federal and Provincial governments have 
agreed to ante up $17 million, with the rest 
split between County and Town - and the 
development community picking up the 
Town’s share, once the EPA is signed. 

Councillor Lamb remained dubious. 
“We'd better go to the County and ask for 
more money. Somebody’s going to have to 
pickup the extra cost (of land acquisition), 
and I don’t think it’s going to be the 
province.” 

But Mayor White challenged Council to 
“contemplate the concept of a Town of 
50,000 without that interchange,” noting 
that the interchange is being driven not by 
the Hwy. 400 Employment lands, but the 
needs of the current population. 

A majority of Council approved the award 
of the design contract; Councillor Lamb 
and Deputy Mayor Keffer were opposed. 
Councillor Raj Sandhu declared a conflict. 

The next piece of the puzzle is the Early 
Payment Agreement with the development 
community. That will be back before 
Council in a Special meeting on Monday, 
December 2.

Chase McEachern 
Hockey Tournament 

The 7th Annual Chase McEachern 
Memorial Hockey Tourney will take 
place at the East Bayfield Recreation 
Centre, January 31 to February 1,2014. 

Chase McEachern was a 12 year 
old hockey player diagnosed with 
Atrial fibrillation - Just like his hockey 
hero, Mario Lemieux. He launched 
a campaign to have Automated 
Electronic Defibrillators (AEDs) 
placed at hockey arenas, schools 
and other public places - but died 
suddenly of cardiac arrest, before the 
campaign could get underway. 

His family founded the Chase 
McEachern Tribute Fund which has 
partnered with Heart & Stroke and 
paramedics, to place AEDs in public 
places across the province, and 
provide training. 

Every year in Canada, up to 40,000 
sudden cardiac arrests occur, up to 
85% outside of a hospital setting. For 
every minute that passes without CPR 
(Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation) or 
defibrillation, the chance of survival 
drops by 7 to 10%. Providing CPR 
and using an AED within minutes can 
dramatically improve survival, by up 
to 75%. November is CPR Month. 


Take a 6 minute 
Walk for Breath 

November is Pulmonary 
Hypertension (PH) Awareness 
Month, and Lung Month - and to 
help raise awareness, the 2 nd annual 
“6 Minute Walk for Breath" will take 
place Thursday, November 28, from 
9:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. at the BWG 
Leisure Centre. 

It's based on the "6 Minute Walk 
Test” that PH patients complete on 
each visit to the clinic, to determine 
the progression of their disease. 

PH causes the arteries of the lungs 
to become scarred or closed off, 
resulting in high blood pressure 
- putting stress on the heart, and 
making it difficult to breathe. In 
the test, the earlier symptoms 
appear, the worse the PH. 

In addition to the Walk, there will 
be information available about 
the Pulmonary Hypertension 
Association of Canada. Support 
groups are currently located in 
Toronto, Ottawa and London;

Stacking up a

On November 14 th ' Holy Trinity High 
School students demonstrated their ‘sport 
stacking’ skills, participating in a world¬ 
wide effort to break the record for ‘the 
largest number of people sport stacking 
simultaneously' on Guinness World Records 
Day 2013. 

Sport stacking received national attention 
in 1990, when it was introduced during a 
segment on 7 he Tonight Show. The sport 
involves stacking specialized cups in various 
sequences in as little time as possible. The 
current full-cycle record was set in 2007 by 
German sport stacker, David Wolf - who 
registered a time of 7.15 seconds. 

Approximately 81,000 stackers competed 
in the first-ever 'stack up da/ in 2006, but 
the numbers have been growing consistently 

A total of2,878 schools and organizations 
from 36 countries across the globe registered 
their best stackers for the ninth-annual 
‘world stack up day! The World Sport Stacking 
Association (WSSA) verified a world-record 
of483,658 stackers in last year’s event - 
tempting the group to challenge the feat 
again this year. The WSSA’s 2013 goal was to 
reach a total of half a million stackers. 

Thirty Holy Trinity students showcased their 
cup skills in the school's cafeteria from 11:45 
a.m -12:15 p.m.; for a school to be considered 
as part of this Guinness World Record, they 
had to register at least 25 or more stackers, 
each agreeing to stack for a minimum of 30 
minutes continuously.

Over 330,000 stackers have been counted 
world-wide thus far, with more waiting for 
verification from the WSSA. 

Craig Mclaughlin, event organizer and Phys. 
Ed teacher at Holy Trinity High, spoke about 
the mental and physical benefits of 'sport 
stacking! 

* Sport stacking helps athletes develop 
much better hand-eye co-ordination skills,” 
said Mclaughlin. “ A lot of athletes today are 
making it a hobby.” 

November 14 marked the ninth-ever 
International Guinness World Records Day. 
Aside from the sport stacking, millions of 
other daredevils around the world attempted 
to break many the world's most prestigious 
records. 

One new record came from Sydney, 
Australia where Chayne Hultgren swallowed 
three swords to break the record for' 

Most Swords Swallowed Simultaneously 
Underwater.' 

In Japan, Kenichi Ito shattered the record for 
' Fastest time to run 100 m on all fours' when 
he crossed the finish line in a personal-best 
16.87 seconds. Shifting to the weird side, New 
Yorker Scott Weiner’s collection of 595 pizza 
boxes was enough to have his name engraved 
into the 2014 Guinness World Records book 
as the owner of' The world’s largest pizza 
box collection! A Swedish man also created 
the world’s largest knife, measuring 8 ft. 1” in 

Turning back to Sports records - Harlem 
Globetrotter rookie Corey “ Thunder” Law 
smashed the record for longest basketball 



shot, draining the famous red-white-and blue 
basketball from an outstanding 109 ft. 

Amazing new records are being set each 
Guinness World Records Day - this year in

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The life of the P.A.R.T.Y. 



Sunnybrook Health Centre in Toronto sees 
plenty of head injuries and spinal cord injuries 
in its trauma unit, particularly among youth 
ages 18 to 24. 

The pattern of risk-taking - speeding, driving 
while impaired, failure to wear a seatbelt or use 
a bicycle helmet, diving into unknown waters 
- led Sunnybrook and Women’s College Health 
Sciences Trauma Department to develop the 
P.A.R.T.Y. Program in 1986: Prevent Alcohol & 
Risk-related Trauma in Youth. 

In 2009, the P.A.R.T.Y. Program was first 
introduced into York Region, offering a one- 
day field trip that 
brings local high 
school students to 
Southlake Regional 
Health Centre for 
an eye-opening, 
often shocking 
tour from the 
Emergency Room, 
to Intensive Care 
Unit (ICU) and 
rehabilitation. 

On November 
15, the first group 
of students from 
Holy Trinity High 
School in Bradford 
participated in 
the program. 

The students, in 
grades 10 to 12, 
saw graphic visual 
images and videos, 
and heard some 
blunt talk, as they 
learned about 
brain injury and 
spinal cord damage. 

“What can be affected? 

Everything,” said Leya Bennett, 

Physiotherapist - from emotions 
and being able to understand what 
constitutes socially-appropriate 
behaviour, to physical control of 
body functions. 

The damage done by brain injury 
may not be visible to the casual 
observer, but can be life-changing 
for the victim. 

And spinal cord injury - breaking 
that 2-way connection between the 
body and the brain, anywhere along 
the spine - can result in paraplegia 
or quadriplegia, and a life of 
permanent disability, including 
mobility issues, skin problems, 
breathing issues, spasms and neuropathic pain, 
atrophy of muscles, bladder control requiring 
catheterization, lack of bowel control. 

“Our emergency teams have gotten very good 
at saving lives,” Bennett told the students - but 
it’s the aftermath, the need for therapy, the 
coping with everyday life and day-to-day body 
functions that take a toll. Coming into the 
Emergency Room and ICU, "your dignity is left 
at the door.” 

Bennett noted that 80% of aft spinal cord 
injuries occur among that high-risk youth 
group, as a result of motor vehicle collisions, 
diving accidents, jumping, contact sports, falls 
and shootings. “I’m not saying, don’t take the 
risks,” she said. “Take the risks, but wear the 
(safety) gear. Instead of having brain injury, you 
might just break a nose or an arm.” 


It was a powerful message. Grade 12 student 
Lilly Taylor, who is considering a career in 
Kinesiology or Sports injuries, admitted to 
being shocked by the visit to ICU. "Seeing the 
patients lying there, with tubes...” 

Taylor, who recently got her G licence, 
is careful not to text and drive, and uses a 
speakerphone to answer phones calls while 
behind the wheel - but admitted to not wearing 
a helmet, when riding her bike on trails. That 
will likely change. 

Brodie Fountain, in Grade 11, was also 
impacted by the program, especially the visit 
to ICU. "I had no idea -1 thought 
it was going to be mostly walking 
around, seeing stuff... It was kind of 
depressing,” he said. "Generally, I do a 
lot of stupid things. I’m going to wear a 
seatbelt and helmet a lot more often.” 

“This is an exposure kids don’t get 
anywhere else,” said Sarah Thome, 
Occupational Therapist. It makes kids 
think, “What ever I can do to not have 
this happen to me, and... what if I did 
that to someone else?” 

About 500 kids go through the 
RA.R.T.Y. program each year, in groups 
of up to 30 at a time - although Thorne 
admits, “It’s not enough. We would 
really like to target every Grade 10-12 
student in York Region” and South 
Simcoe, as well as hockey teams, 
youth groups - any youth-focussed 
organization that could benefit from 
the message, and modify risk-taking. 
As well as talking with Police, staff 
and doctors at 
the hospital, 
the students 
also heard 
from spinal 
cord injury 
survivors, 
Bradford 
residents John 
Jamieson 
and Ryan 
Morrison. 

Ten years ago, 
Morrison was 
injured in a 
motor vehicle 
collision. 

Since then, 
the Bradford 
resident 
has been in 
rehab, and 
undergoing 
therapy. “It’s a full time job, trying to stay 
healthy and keep your body active.” 

He has been involved in the Southlake 
program for years, sharing “basically the 
story of my accident and the rehab I’ve been 
through... Ten years and still doing it.” 

Morrison admits that as a teen, he would have 
benefited from the P.A.R.T.Y. program, if it had 
been available. “It might have been an eye- 
opener. I was definitely somebody that was 
going to be in this program,” he said. “It would 
be great to see every school have it."

Serious collision

was then transported by ambulance 
to hospital with critical injuries. 

Her situation has since improved to 
serious but stable condition. 

The road was closed for about 6 
hours for investigation by Collision 
Reconstructionists. Alcohol 
consumption is believed to have been 
a factor. Anyone with information 
about the crash is asked to contact 
investigating officer Constable Jon 
Ellis, at 705-436-2141 ext. 2034. 

Suspended Driver 

South Simcoe Police pulled over a 
53 year old Barrie man for a traffic 
offence on 10 Sideroad in Innisfil, 
at approximately 12:30 a.m. on Nov. 

19 - and discovered that the man was 
not only a Suspended Driver, but also 
did not have any insurance on his 
vehicle. Hi is facing charges of Drive 
While Under Suspension and Operate 
Vehicle no Insurance; if convicted, 
he could be facing fines as high as 
$10,000 and 6 months in jail. 

Drive Disqualified 

An officer observed a vehicle enter a 
parking lot in Innisfil at excessive rate 
of speed and skid to a stop, in the early 
morning hours of November 17. The 
officer approached the driver’s side of 
the vehicle - and detected an odour 
of alcohol on the driver’s breath. The 
officer demanded a roadside breath 
test, which registered a Fail. The driver 
was arrested for Excess Alcohol and 
returned to the Police Station for 
further breath tests which confirmed a 
blood alcohol level over the legal limit. 
Police also learned that the male was 
a disqualified driver, for a Criminal 
Code offence. The 24 year old Orillia 
man was charged with Excess Alcohol 
and Drive Disqualified. His vehicle 
was impounded for 45 days. 

Drunken on the road 

South Simcoe Police were called to 
the area of St. John’s Rd. and Innisfil 
Beach Rd. around 3:30 a.m. on Nov. 

15, after a motorist reported that 
a woman was passed out on the 
roadway.
